Criminal Prosecution 
The system of criminal prosecu­ 
tion suffers throughout the United 
States, and few states are making 
any effort to combat the increase 
in the wave of crime. 
A contempt for law 
enforcement 
exists. Reform of the legal system 
to offset this contempt for enforce­ 
ment and to provide swift and cer­ 
tain justice for wrong doers is 
re­ 
garded as one of the remedies, and 
wherein a weakness prevails now. 
Chief Justice Taft, recently dis­ 
cussing tins matter, declared that 
“ V < f are a n easy going people. We 
allow abuses to creep in until they 
become so objectionable that 
we 
rouse ourselves and then work radi­ 
cal reforms. 1 hope such a time is at 
hand now. ” 
When such men as the highest le­ 
gal officer in the United {States pick 
out some of the shortcomings of cri­ 
minal procedure, it is high time for 
the several states to give considera­ 
tion to methods for bringing 
about 
justice, not only where it belongs but 
also swiftly. 
Delay in prosecution is one of the 
most prominent enemies of law 
en­ 
forcement. It offers time lor those 
charged with crime to 
find 
some 
“ loop-hole” or weak spot in the law, 
by w hich they can escape. This pol­ 
icy of delay is directly opposite to 
the theory upon which the constitu­ 
tion of the United {States is founded, 
which sets out that persons charged 
with crime are to 
have a 
speedy 
trial. 
A beginning has been made in sev­ 
eral states to overcome this 
ten­ 
dency to forestall justice. In 
New 
T ork there lias been enacted 
laws 
increasing penalties for second and 
third offenders and making the im­ 
position of a lite sentence obligatory 
upon the commission of a fourth fel­ 
ony. 
Several states have habitual cri- 
j 
minal laws, but what is needed 
is ! 
justice that will enforce these laws, 
remove the weak spots that enable 
the guilty to escape, and to olaee in 
our public offices men who are wor­ 
thy of the great duty entrusted to 
them.

Criminal Prosecution 


The system of criminal prosecu- 


tion suffers throughout the United 
States, and i'ew states arc making 
any effort to <:oiuuat the increase 
in the wave of crime. 


A contempt for law enforcement 


exists. Kei'orui of the Jegal system 
to offset this contempt for enforce- 
ment and to provide swift and cer- 
tain justice for wrong doers is re- 
garded as one of the remedies, and 
wherein a weakness prevails now. 


Chief Justice Taft, recently dis- 


cussing this matter, declared that 
" Wef are an easy going people. We 
allow abuses to creep in until they 
become so objectionable that 
we 


rouse ourselves and then work radi- 
cal reforms. 1 hope such a time is at 
hand now." 


When such men as the highest le- 


gal officer in the United States pick 
out some of the shortcomings of cri- 
minal procedure, it is high time for 
the several states to give considera- 
tion to methods for bringing about 
justice, not only where it belongs but 
also swiftly. 


" Delay in prosecution is one of the 
most prominent enemies of law en- 
forcement. It offers time for those 
•charged M-ith crime to 
n'ud 
some 


"loop-hole" or weak spot in the law, 
by which they can escape. This pol- 
icy of delay is directly opposite to 
the theory upon which the constitu- 
tion of the United States is founded, 
which sets out that persons charged 
with crime are to have a speedy 
trial. 


A beginning has been made in sev- 


eral states to overcome this ten 
tlciicy to forestall justice. In 
York there has been enacted Jaw 
increasing penalties for second an 
third offenders and making the im 
position of u life sentence obligatorj 
upon the commission of a fourth fc] 
ony. 


Several states have habitual en 


initial laws, but what is needed i 
justice that will enforce these laws 
remove the weak spots that enable 
the guilty to escape, and to ulace in 
our public offices men who are wor- 
tliy of the great duly entrusted to 
them.
